This may be the story of the 
lost weekend. It may also be the 
most exp ensive weekend in history 
—lost, stray ed, or forgotten. This 
may well 
be 
the fate of the 
long three day 
weekend p lan­ 
ned b y th e 
man who nev­ 
er takes a long 
weekend h i m- 
self, Walter P. 
R e u t h e r . If 
White H ou s e 
l a b or circles 
victor Riesai 
are correct 
and I believe they are — the 
story is that the General Motors 
Corp . is ready 
to p ay more than 
208 million dollars a y ear for 
Reuther and his United Auto Work­ 
ers Union colleagues to forget for 
a while the 4-day-week. 
The money would be p aid as a 
$10 a week increase to GM’s more 
than 400,000 workers — an increase 
of 25 cents an hour — if the union 
yields on its demand for a three- 
day-weekend or a 32 hour week 
at 40 hours p ay. 


THIS WOULD make the GM 
wage hike one of the biggest in 
recent y ears. And the story is 
that, should Reuther and his aides 
reject the offer, GM would take a 
long and tough strike rather than 
sign a y ear from today for a 4- 
day-week. 
These Washington 
circles 
be­ 
lieve that GM has let Reuther 
know this early of its willingness to 
p art with the money in exchange 
for time. 
But there are few who know 
what Walter R. is thinking as he 
sits in the living room of his mod­ 
est home looking through the big 
bullet-p roof glass p icture windows. 
There is very little indication 
that Reuther will surrender his 
p assionate p roject for the 4-day- 
week, of which he has talked and 
written for so many years. 
Instead there are signs that Reu 
ther is ready to battle for it. He 
has reorganized the p ublic rela 
tions dep artments of his union so 
that no gray flanneled boulevardier 
on Madison ave can come up with 
m or e 
“communications” 
tech­ 
niques for reaching the p ublic. 


REUTHER HAS had newsmen 
Into his home for banter and 
fill-in by himself on his p lans and 
by Mrs. Reuther on some fine 
home cooking. And when Walter 
begins socializing with newsmen 
let the auto industry beware. 
But there also is a clue here 
and there, mostly in Detroit, that 
Reuther is w i l l i ng to bargain 
There is a committee now at work 
in Detroit under the Auto Union 
economic p lanner, Nat W’einberg 
Quietly, the story has it, this 
committee is working on a for 
mula which might enable the Auto 
Union to take the big wage in 
crease, avoid a multi-million dol­ 
lar strike and still give Reuther 
chance to start the auto industry 
on the road to a 3-day-weekend. 
Reuther will then demand a two 
y ear contract which will p ostp one 
the real fight until the summer o: 
I960 — right smack in the middle 
of a tough p residential camp aign 
All government 
c i r c l e s are 
watching 
this 
wizardry 
being 
p lanned a y ear in advance. A n 


since a 4-day-week in the auto in­ 
dustry would be followed by the 
rest of American labor, all indus­ 
try and all union chiefs would do 
well to keep p osted. 


THERE WILL BE not h i ng 
“face-saving” about Nat Weinbergs 
committee formulas. 
Remember, it was 
Weinberg’s 
group which develop ed the formula 
for a guaranteed annual wage 
which was not really a guaran­ 
teed annual wage but which left the 
nation thinking that a guaranteed 
annual wage had been won. 
It wasn’t won but it did p ut 
American industry on the road to 
eventual guaranteed yearly p ay. 
If Reuther and his top command 
accep t a big wage offer for the 
GM workers next summer instead 
of making an all-out fight for the 
shorter work week, they will, in 
effect, be winning billions of dol­ 
lars in p ay increases not only 
for the Ford and Chrysler work­ 
ers but for the rest of mass in­ 
dustry which will follow the GM 
contract p recedent. 
But that’s only p art of what 
Walter R. will bargain for. He has 
said he will not only fight for the 
biggest wage increase in history 
but for the usual array of addi­ 
tional unique demands. 
The Auto Union, for examp le, 
now is disturbed by the shifting of 
considerable auto p roduction away 
from Detroit. 
Oiflv the other week, Chrysler 
moved 1,000 jobs from the Dodge, 
Plymouth and other shop s to a 
p lant in Newark, De., originally a 
tank site. 


THIS MEANS that 1,000 workers 
would have to move across country 
to keep their jobs. 
Reuther’s strategy will be to

make it too costly for such auto 
corp orations to move from Detroit 
in the future. This he hop es to 
do through one of his demands 
which will ask the emp loyers “to 
bear a larger s h a r e of the eco­ 
nomic and social costs flowing 
from the relocation of 
t h e i r 
p lants . . .” 
This means that the Auto Union 
not only will want the comp anies 
to p ay moving costs but also to 


help in the full readjustment of the 
workers families in the new town. 
Obviously, if Reuther yields on 
that long weekend, it will be the 
costliest Friday in history.

Each new shakeu p in the So v iet Unio n adds 
to o u tside u nderstanding o l o ne-party ru le as 
practiced by Ru ssian Co mmu nists. 
Stalin o nce po inted o u t that his dictato rship 
was sensitiv e to po pu lar o pinio n, ev en tho u g h 
it was no t answerable to the pu blic. This is 
being dem o nstrated in the latest shakeu p. The 
Ru ssian peo ple are su ppo sed to believ e they 
will be better o ff as a resu lt o f so mething they 
did- no t decide. 
‘ 
The So v iet Unio n, instead o f being a po litical 
py ram id based o n the so v ereig nty o f its peo ple, 
like the United States, is an inv erted py ram id 
based o n a handfu l o f pu blic fig u res kno wn as 
the Presidiu m . 
This hig hly -ex clu siv e g ro u p wo rks with a m an­ 
date fro m larg er g ro u p called the Central Co m­ 
m ittee, which the Presidiu m do m inates u ntil a 
new shakeu p o ccu rs. Each shakeu p beco mes the 
bu siness o f the Central Co mmittee m em bers, the 
Co mmu nist party elite. They are the u ltim ate 
so u rce o f all po litical po wer in Ru ssia. They 
arbitrate differences in the Presidiu m . 


Parallel with the Central Co mmittee bu t far 
to the rear in actu al po wer is the Su preme 
So v iet, the nearest thing to a leg islatu re in 
Ru ssian g o v ernment. It names the prem ier and 
depu ty prem iers, co mpo sing the Co u ncil o f Min­ 
isters which ru ns the g o v ernment bu reau cracy . 
Ru t the Co u ncil o f M inisters, in tu rn, is co m­ 
po sed o f m em bers o f the Central Co mmittee. 
Hence, o ne-party g o v ernment. 


The trick, as in all g o v ernment, is to stay 
o ne ju mp ahead o f whatev er pro blems are press­ 
ing mo st clo sely . A Co mmu nist fu nctio nary who 
tries to g et to o far ahead, o r o ne who fails 
to keep abreast, in the o pinio n o f the party 
critics standing by to cu t his thro at, is a dead 
du ck. 


This is a fo rm o f g o v ernment — a nig htm are 
fo rm, to be su re, bu t o ne which m u st be u nder­ 
sto o d in o rder to fatho m the m y stery o f the 
So v iet Unio n. Strang e as it seems to Ameri­ 
cans, it has beco me as fam iliar to Ru ssians 
as the American fo rm has beco me to peo ple 
accu sto med to representativ e demo cracy .

The Co rdiner 
Repo rt pro bably will be pig eo nho led. 


M erit pay wo u ld be a mo re efficient sy stem 
than pay based o n leng th o f serv ice. It wo u ld 
m ake it po ssible fo r the Departm ent o f De­ 
fense to keep g o o d men o n key jo bs. It wo u ld 
impro v e the qu ality o f the arm ed fo rces. 


Bu t it wo u ld set a precedent that wo u ld co st 
mo ney . Once a m erit-pay principle had been 
ado pted in o ne departm ent, o ther departm ents 
wo u ld press fo r its ado ptio n. This is why the 
Co rdiner Repo rt has been co ld-sho u ldered re­ 
cently , altho u g h it was receiv ed warmly last 
spring when first su bmitted. The federal g o v ­ 
ernm ent canno t add to its o v erhead. 


Washing to n is skittish abo u t inflatio n. It can­ 
no t affo rd the efficiency that accru es fro m pay ­ 
ing its best peo ple what they are wo rth. It is 
cau g ht in the sam e trap that has been spru ng 
o n millio ns o f its tax pay er - citizens who can­ 
no t affo rd to do thing s the efficient way be­ 
cau se inflatio n is driv ing them to cho o se the 
cheap-jack way . 
Pro g ressiv e inefficiency in natio nal defense 
cau sed by lo ss o f skilled manpo wer m u st be 
added to all the o ther u nfo rtu nate and u nav o id- 


No Place To Hide 


The tendency to think o f civ il defense as 
so mething fo r the o ther fello w will be in ev i­ 
dence ag ain this week and nex t. Operatio n 
Alert fo r 1957 , the week-lo ng natio nal civ il de­ 
fense ex ercise will start Friday — the fo u rth 
annu al ex ercise o f its kind. 
Bu t civ il defense is no t so rem o te this y ear 
as it may hav e seemed befo re. Disarm am ent 
neg o tiatio ns hav e bro u g ht it clo ser. 
The reaso n these neg o tiatio ns hav e beco me 
m eaning fu l is becau se destru ctio n with nu clear 
energ y bo rne by g u ided missiles has bro u g ht 
w ar to the po int o f ev ery thing to lo se and no th­ 
ing to g ain. It wo u ld m ean to tal destru ctio n. 
There wo u u ld be no place to hide fro m ato mic 
bo mbs. If tim e were perm itted to flee fro m 
to tal destru ctio n, life m ig ht be preserv ed. Bu t 
g u ided missiles hav e m ade it certain there will 
be no tim e to flee. 
The alternativ e is to m aintain peace. Fear o f 
retaliatio n, the o nly thing that 
can sto p an ag ­ 
g resso r, finally has been m ade so po werfu l 
that 
g o v ernm ents hav e no cho ice bu t 
to neg o tiate fo r 
disarm am ent. 
Operatio n Alert 1957 , in an u nintended way , 
will sho w why peace - seeking is no lo ng er o p­ 
tio nal bu t m andato ry , 
able co nsequ ences o f inflatio n.

week, it will hav e befo re it so me 
im po rtant reso lu tio ns which qu es­ 
tio n the present sy stem o f appo int­ 
ing Su preme Co u rt ju stices. 
Fo r the ex isting sy stem, where­ 
by a president appo ints ju stices to 
satisfy certain po litical influ ences, 
no t o nly is resu lting in the selec­ 
tio n o f men witho u t ju dicial ex ­ 
perience bu t it has bro u g ht abo u t 
a lo ss o f co nfidence in the hig h 
co u rt as a ju dicial institu tio n. 
It is an o pen secret that, in the 
last sev eral decades, appo intments 
o f Su preme Co u rt ju stices u nder 
bo th Repu blican and Demo cratic 
administratio ns hav e been larg ely 
po litical. 


INSTEAD OF finding the mo st 
capable men o f ju dicial ex peri­ 
ence. the tendency is to pick tho se 
who fit certain po litical requ ire­ 
m ents. 
So me 
o f these “requ irem ents” 
are sectio nal, so me o f them are re­ 
lig io u s and so me o f them are pal­ 
pably ideo lo g ical — an attem pt to 
find co nserv ativ e o r liberal ju s­ 
tices to 
fit preco nceiv ed v iew­ 
po ints. 
One su g g ested refo rm, spo nso r­ 
ed by the Bar Asso ciatio n o f Ho u s­ 
to n, was su bmitted in 1955 to the 
g o v erno rs, the atto rney s g eneral 
and the co u rts o f last reso rt o f the 
48 states, and a fav o rable respo nse 
was no ted. 
It 
pro po ses 
a 
co nstitu tio nal 
amendment that wo u ld take the 
appo inting po wer away fro m the 
president alto g ether and place it 
in the hands o f a “ representatio n” 
fro m each o f the 48 states. Each 
state wo u ld hav e o ne v o te, div ided 
equ ally between the m em bers o f 
the hig hest co u rt in each state. 
The o nly pro spectiv e appo intees 
to be co nsidered, acco rding to the 
Ho u sto n plan, wo u ld be m em bers 
o f the U. S. Circu it Co u rts o f Ap­ 
peals and ju dg es in the hig hest 
state co u rts. 


ONLY THOSE with fiv e y ears o f 
co nsecu tiv e serv ice o n either the 


Circu it Co u rt o f Appeals o r the 
hig hest state co u rt wo u ld be elig i­ 
ble. 
The American Bar Asso ciatio n 
Jo u m al#in a recent issu e rev ealed 
that “ a far - reaching pro po sal” 
is being co nsidered by the asso cia­ 
tio n’s co mmittee o n the federal 
ju diciary . 
It u rg es that all federal ju dicial 
appo intments be “co mpletely re­ 
mo v ed fro m the area o f po litical 
patro nag e.” 
The Jo u rnal say s the reso lu tio n 
is “mo re co mprehensiv e in sco pe 
than any prev io u s asso ciatio n po l­ 
icy declaratio n as to federal ju di­ 
cial selectio n.” 
The reso lu tio n declares that “ ap­ 
po intments sho u ld be made fro m 
amo ng ju dg es and lawy ers po s­ 
sessing the hig hest qu alificatio ns; 
su g g estio ns fo r no minatio ns sho u ld 
no t o rig inate in the o ffice o f the 
atto rney g eneral bu t 
rather the 
pro po sed independent co mmissio n 
wo u ld fu nctio n as an ag ency o f the 
president to ‘receiv e fro m o u tside 
so u rces and fro m all seg ments o f 
the o rg anized bar su g g estio ns o f 
names o f perso ns deemed hig hly 
qu alified’.” 
It also sets fo rth that no mina­ 
tio ns sho u ld no t be made o f per­ 
so ns o v er 60 y ears o f ag e “ex cept 
in cases o f pro mo tio ns within the 
ju diciary ” and that a “pro per bal­ 
ance sho u ld be maintained 
be­ 
tween appo intees witho u t prio r ju ­ 
dicial ex perience, tho se with prio r 
state co u rt ex perience, and tho se 
pro mo ted within the federal ju di­ 
ciary .” 


IT IS FURTHER reco mmended 
that “no t mo re than 60 per cent 
o f the members o f any federal 
co u rt sho u ld co me fro m the po liti­ 
cal party o f the appo inting presi­ 
dent.” 
All this adds u p bo a serio u s at­ 
tack ag ainst the present sy stem 
which has in it many scandalo u s 
aspects. 
If the backg ro u nd o f so me o f 
the appo intments were g enerally 
kno wn, there wo u ld be widespread 
pu blic indig natio n. 
The Senate can do relativ ely lit­ 
tle 
inv estig ating 
o r 
ev alu ating 
after an appo intment is su bmitted. 
Also , the making o f “ recess ap­ 
po intments” to the Su preme Co u rt 
when the Senate is no t in sessio n 
is o ne o f the bad practices o f the 
present sy stem becau se a no minee 
takes the o ath and sits o n cases 
befo re he is co nfirmed by the Sen­ 
ate. 
The Ho u sto n plan wo u ld cu re 
this by a co nstitu tio nal pro hibitio n 
ag ainst 
recess 
appo intments 
to 
v acancies in the Su preme Co u rt.

eg g s. Parent birds who mu st then 
care fo r u nso u g ht y o u ng o nes are 
hard pressed to meet their v o raci­ 
o u s demands. 
Federal pro g ram s hav e a way o f 
impo sing u po n the tazpay ers o bli­ 
g atio ns nev er co ntemplated. This is 
especially tru e o f federal g rants to 
the states fo r pu blic assistance 
kno wn as Old Ag e Assistance — 
OAA. 
Orig inally , in 1935, when So cial 
Secu rity o rig inated, a s p o 
n s o 
r 
po inted o u t in the Senate that “the 
m easu re pro v ides fo r federal . . . 
annu ities, and in additio n 
pro ­ 
v ides assistance to states in pay ­ 
ing pensio ns to tho se so u nfo rtu ­ 
nate as to face o ld ag e witho u t 
these annu ities, o r o ther inco me o f 
their o wn.” 
It was anticipated that these o u t­ 
rig ht g rans were o care fo r ho se 
already so far adv anced in ag e 
that they wo u ld hav e no time to 
accu mu late an equ ity o u t o f which 
pensio ns co u ld be paid. 


IT WAS ESTIMATED that the 
sy stem o f o ld ag e a n n u i t i e s 
(OASI) 
wo u ld 
be 
larg ely 
paid 
fo r by the v ery peo ple who wo u ld 
u ltimately receiv e them and that 
the annu al co st o f the assistance 
g rants w o u l d finally be ex tin­ 
g u ished so far as direct appro ­ 
priatio ns were co ncerned. By 1960, 
it was estimated, the co st wo u ld be 
redu ced by m o re than a billio n 
do llars. 
By 1949, with the co v erag e o f 
OASI ex panding , the co s o f OAA 
sho wed no sig ns o f diminishing . 
Arthu r J. Altmey er, then co m­ 
missio ner o f the So cial Secu rity 
Administratio n, said at that time; 
“When the So cial Secu rity Act 
was passed in 
1935, the basic 
idea was that co ntribu to ry so cial 
insu rance wo u ld be a first line o f 
defense ag ainst destitu tio n. 
“It was ex pected that, as time 
went o n, federal and state g o v ern­ 
ments wo u ld hav e less and less o f 
a bu rden u nder the pu blic assis­ 
tance laws.” 
He added that 
at

tim e 
(1949 ) the nu mber o f peo ple receiv ­ 
ing pu blic assistance was nearly

I AM ABLE to v erify Altmey er’s 
interpretatio n o f what was intended 
when the sy stem was initiated. I 
assisted President Ro o sev elt when 
he prepared his first So cial Secu r­ 
ity messag e fo r Co ng ress in 1934. 
In a bu rst o f g enero sity he to ld 
Secretary Frances Perkins in my 
presence that I was respo nsible fo r 
80 per cent o f the messag e. 
Su bsequ ently , I serv ed 
as 
a 
m em ber o f the President's adv is­ 
o ry co mmissio n which prtpared 
the 1935 plan. 
Certainly the OAA aspect was 
reg arded as a tem po rary m atter. 
Help, bey o nd the rig htfu l receipt 
o f a pensio ner’s o wn mo ney , was 
to be based u po n need. 
Perhaps Ro o sev elt knew 
what 
pranks po litics wo u ld play with 
su ch a sy stem. 
I had my su spicio ns, to o , and fo r

There is no do u bt that many 
headaches are bro u g ht o n o r made 
wo rse by emo tio nal strain. It is 
no t u nu su al, fo r ex ample, to hear 
su ch sto ries as these: A practi­ 
cing lawy er, wo rking almo st co n­ 
stantly u nder g reat strain, g ets a 
sev ere headache o n o ne side o f 
the 
head 
ev ery 
two 
o r 
three 
mo nths. A bo y in co lleg e alway s 
g ets a terrible headache ju st be­ 
fo re ex aminatio ns. A bu sy mo ther 
su ffers fro m headache if she eats 
o y sters with her o ccasio nal res­ 
tau rant meal. 
Occasio nally headaches are re­ 
lated to sinu s difficu lty o r so me 
o ther phy sical diso rder. Fo r all 
these reaso ns the su ccessfu l treat­ 
ment o f tho se who su ffer fro m re­ 
cu rring headaches is no t easy . 
A co mmo n ty pe o f headache ap­ 
pears to arise fro m a relax atio n 
o f the blo o d v essels in o r near 
the brain. In this ty pe o f headache 
the treatm ent co nsists o f g iv ing 
so me su bstance which cau ses the 
blo o d v essels to co ntract. 
Rapid relief fro m this kind o f 
headache has so metimes been o b­ 
tained by injecting adrenalin in­ 
to o ne o f the v eins. Also fav o rable 
repo rts hav e been made o n the 
injectio n into the v eins o f a su b­ 
stance 
called so diu m 
nico tinate 
(no t related to the nico tine in to ­ 
bacco ). 
Mig raine is. o f co u rse, o ne o f 
the mo st sev ere kinds o f head­ 
aches. As 
a ru le this ty pe o f 
headache is lo cated o n o ne side 
o nly . Befo re it starts the su ffer­ 
er o ften has pecu liar sensatio ns. 
In mig raine, dru g s g iv en ju st be­ 
fo re an attack may sto p the ach­ 
ing befo re it has g o ne to o far. 
In any case o f sev ere o r repeat­ 
ed headaches a co mplete histo ry 
sho u ld be reco rded. The v ictim o f 
su ch a co nditio n sho u ld try to re­ 
member ex actly where the head­ 
ache is lo cated and ho w it start­ 
ed, and particu larly what u nu su al 
ev ent preceded it. 
It is o nly after tho ro u g h inv esti­ 
g atio n that it may be po ssible to 
do mu ch. Ev en then there are 
many failu res.

Special deliv ery stam ps g o fro m 20 to 30 cents, 
reg istered letters g et a minimu m rise to a half 
do ller and if a m an wants a receipt he m u st 
also pay mo re. 
Yo u ev en jack u p the prices o n y o u r certified 
mail idea which hasn’t ev en had mu ch o f 
a trial. 
I wo u ldn’t be su rprised if y o u so o n charg ed 
po st o ffice v isito rs to see t^e FBI pictu res o f 
m en wanted, letting the pu blic lo o k at m ino r 
criminals fo r a dime, bu t charg ing two hits to 
see bank ro bbers. 


YES. THE POST OFFICE Departm ent is ru n 
a t a big lo ss and this sho u ld be cu t, bu t y o u 
seem to be acting as if there was no difference 
between ru nning a g o v ernm ent pu blic serv ice 
and ru nning an au to bu siness. 
There is still a g o o d ideal o f the ty co o n 
in y o u r ro u tine.

A v eteran o f King ’s Mo u ntain 
and o ther Rev o lu tio nary War en­ 
g ag ements, Sev ier fo u g ht 32 bat­ 
tles with the Chero kee and Creek 
Indians to o pen fo r settlement the 
lands bey o nd the Great Smo ky 
Mo u ntains. 
Ang ered at lack o f what he co n­ 
sidered pro per military su ppo rt in 
these campaig ns fro m the No rth 
Caro lina Leg islatu re, Sev ier jo ined 
the settlers in a rev o lt to set u p 
“The State o f Franklin.” He be 
came its first g o v erno r. 
This co lo rfu l ex periment in pio ­ 
neer self-ru le lasted fro m 1785 to 
1788, when the “State o f Frank­ 
lin” co llapsed in a state o f chao s. 
Sev ier was charg ed with treaso n 
by N o r t h Caro lina, bu t later 
serv ed in its Leg islatu re, the na­ 
tio nal Co ng ress, and became the 
first g o v erno r o f Tennessee, when 
it was admitted to the federal 
u nio n as the 16th state. He tn- 
g ag ed in a bitter perso nal feu d 
with Andrew Jackso n and died in 
1815 at the ag e o f 70. 
While it lasted, the sho rt-liv ed 
State o f Franklin fo u g ht hard to 
preserv e its dig nity as a leg al 
bo dy . One man accu sed o f co n­

o f a life sentence, since cu rrency 
was scarce o n the fro ntier.

“It is therefo re o rdered that the 
said Elias Py bo u me be co nfined 
in the pu blick pillo ry o ne ho u r...

to the pillo ry and sev ered fro m 
his heat..that he receiae at the 
pu blick whipping po st 39 lashes 
well laid o n... and be branded o n 
the rig ht cheek wit the letter *H’ 
and o n the left cheek with the let­ 
ter ‘T’...”

ab ou t the Khru shchev grou p’s de­ 
cision on Malenkov ’s fu tu re is that 
he is b eing giv en another job , 
howev er u nimportant, and he is 
not b eing execu ted. 
The experts relate this to the 
general line of Khru shchev ’s pol­ 
icy, which seems to requ ire a b e­ 
lief on the part of the Sov iet 
people generally that the penalty 
for error in the Sov iet Union will 
no longer b e excessiv e—that failu re 
will not mean death. 
Su ch a b elief is considered espe­ 
cially important on the part of the 
thou sands of lower lev el leaders, 
indu strial managers and techni­ 
cians. 
This is regarded as tremend­ 
ou sly important to Khru shchev ’s 
whole effort to inspire the cou ntry 
to new peaks of indu strial and 
agricu ltu ral produ ction b y means 
which call essentially for v olu n­ 
tary rather than for forced lab or 
Most officials here think that if 
Kru shchev can make his methods 
work he may in the long ru n prov e 
to b e, a v ery formidab le foe for 
the free nations to deal with. 
Howev er, it is dou b tfu l whether 
he can alter the b asic conditions

which he mu st work. As the latest 
top-lev el shakeu p has shown, this 
system lacks flexib ility for fu nda­ 
mental differences ov er policy and 
personality issu es.

Bu t he was 
also interested in affairs of state 
— and once serv ed as president 
of the Leagu e of Nations. 
He once expressed his lov e of 
material pleasu res in these words: 
"Hav e fu n, it’s later, then you 
think.” 
Bu t of his dev otion to his os- 
lem faith: 
“Each Friday, like ev ery good 
Moslem, I spend an hou r in medi­ 
tation and prayer. That is my 
most b eau tifu l hou r.” 
Prince Aly Khan, 46, has b en- 
erally b een regarded as the heir- 
apparent, b u t some dou b t recent­ 
ly was expressed as to whether he 
or Prince Sadru ddin, 24, the Aga’s 
Harv ard - edu cated you nger son 
wou ld b e named. The Aga was 
said to hav e b een distu rb ed ab ou t 
Aly’s playb oy activ ities. Aly is the 
former hu sb and of Hollywood act­ 
ress Rita Hayworth. 
At the b edside when death came 
was the Aga Khan’s wife — his 
fou rth—and b oth sons. Sadru ddin 
is planning to marry Nina Dyer, 
a London model. The wedding had 
b een set for Monday. 
The Aga Khan was flown to 
Genev a from Paris on Ju ne 18 to 
escape a heat spell which con­ 
trib u ted to his deteriorating con 
dition. His weight had dropped to 
152 pou nds—half of that in the 
days when he was weighed b y his 
su b jects against gold, platinu m or 
diamonds on his v ariou s anniv er­ 
saries. The money v alu e went to 
the Aga Khan’s many charities. 
His Moslem followers were scat­ 
tered ev erywhere in the world b u t 
liv e chiefly in Asia and Africa 
— Pakistan, India, Afghanistan, 
Iran, Arab ia, Syria, Morocco and 
Zanzib ar. 
He himself deprecated reports 
of his great wealth in his au to­ 
b iography, pu b lished in 1954.

New York Gives Parade For

NEW YO RK WV-New York to­ 
day gives its greatest accolade— 
a ticker tape parade up Broad­ 
way—-to Althea Gibson, 
the 29- 
year-old Negro girl who rose from 


in the Negro tournament ranks 
but little known otherwise. 
By 1950 the tall, hard-hitting 
girl had become so good that the

Harlem’s

foremost 
woman tennis player. 
She won the Wimbledon title, 
tennis’ biggest prize—Saturday in 
England. She is the first of her 
race, man or woman, to capture 
a singles championship in the 90- 
year-old event. 
It was the climax of a long 
struggle 
for 
the 
once-scrawmy, 
long-legged girl who learned her 
tennis with paddles on New York 
sidewalks and who often became 
so discouraged she wanted to quit. 
Althea learned her strokes by 
hitting a rubber ball 
against 
a 
brick wall with a crude wooden 
paddle. 


She was 15 when a Harlem play- 
street supervisor, Buddy Walker, 
became impressed with her man­ 
nish way of socking the ball. He 
introduced her to the Cosmopoli­ 
tan Tennis Club, which has an in­ 
terracial membership, where she 
became a protege of Fred John­ 
son, a one-armed tennis profes­ 
sional. 


In 1949 Althea received a schol­ 
arship at Florida A.&M. 
She al- 


gro to play in the event, to the 
national championships at Forest 
Hills, N.Y. 
Althea’s debut was spectacular. 
In an early round match she had 
Wimbledon c h a m p i o n Louise 
Brough two points from defeat 
when the match was interrupted 
by a violent electrical storm. The

But Althea had won her place 
in the tennis sun. She was ranked 
No. 11 nationally in 1951, ninth in 
1952 and seventh in 1953.

cubes. Line salad bowl with salad 
greens. Mix fruit lightly and fill 
bowl. Serve with French dressing 
or mayonnaise. 
For canning, here’s 
a handy 
guide to quantities; 3 cups stem­ 
med, . unpitted cherries equal 1 
pound; 2Vz cups of stemmed and 
pitted cherries 
equal 
1 
pound. 
They may be canned either pit­ 
ted or unpitted. Pack into jars, 
cover with hot, medium syrup and 
process in boiling water bath for 
20 minutes. 
For freezing, pack washed fruit 
into moisture-vaporproof contain­ 
ers, cover with cold 40 per cent 
syrup (1^ parts sugar to 2 parts 
water). Leave space for expansion. 
Freeze. If packed unpitted, cher­ 
ries may be pricked in three or 
four places with a fork to permit 
sugar absorption.

There is no disease, perhaps, j 
which strikes as mu ch terro r as 
po lio . Parents sho uld be o n the 
alert bu t no t giv e in to emo tio nal 
fear. 
The first signs o f the disease 
may be similar to tho se o f any 
o ther infectio n: 
headache, 
lo w 


fev er, dizziness, irritability , o r o th­ 
er v agu e sy mpto ms. 
It is tru e that many children 
who dev elo p such signs do no t 
hav e po lio . But if su spicio us signs 
do appear, it is safer to po p the 
y o u ngster in bed u ntil o ne is su re 
abo u t it. Slight stiffness o f the neck 
is qu ite co mmo n in po lio . Ho w­ 
ev er, parents sho uld no t make 
an imaginativ e child to o co nscio us 
o f the impo rtance o f a stiff neck. 
The parents’ 
respo nsibility 
is 
merely to watch fo r suspicio us 
signs, keep the child qu iet if they 
dev elo p, and leav e it up to the 
phy sician to make the diagno sis. 
Prev entiv e ino cu latio n is reco m­ 
mended. But it sho uld be remem­ 
bered that the disease has no t 


disappeared fro m o ur midst. Al­ 
tho ugh pro mpt actio n is indicated 
o n suspicio n o f the disease, many 
escape witho ut paraly sis o r reco v ­ 
er to a remarkable degree.
